EGYPTIAN  PROTECTORATE  COINAGE 
USED  IN  PALESTINE 


Del  Cooke, 

San  Antonio,  Texas 


On  November  1,  1927,  the  British 
Mandatory  coins  of  Palestine  were 
placed  into  circulation.  Prior  to  this 
release  a  most  amazing  spectrum  of 
coins  was  legal  tender  in  Palestine 
(Public  Notice  No.  73A  -  December 
12, 1918).  Turkish,  English,  Belgian, 
French,  Swiss,  Italian,  American, 
Austrian,  German,  Indian  and 
Egyptian  coinage  was  legal  tender 
until  January  22,  1921  when  only 
Egyptian  coinage  and  the  British 
gold  sovereign  remained  valid.  On 
March  31,  1928  Egyptian  coinage 
ceased  to  be  legal  tender. 

To  fully  understand  the  relation¬ 
ship  of  Palestine,  Egypt,  Turkey  and 
Great  Britain  we  must  examine  a  bit 
of  history.  Turkey  entered  World 
War  1  on  November  14,  1914  on  the 
side  of  the  Central  Powers.  This 
same  month  Egypt  was  placed  in  a 
state  of  war,  on  the  side  of  the  Allies, 
by  the  British,  who  in  reality  had 
run  the  country  since  1882,  even 
though  Egypt  was  nominally  a  part 
of  the  Ottoman  Empire. 

In  December  1914  Egypt  was  pro¬ 
nounced  a  British  protectorate,  the 
Khedive  Abbas  II  (1892-1914)  was 
deposed  and  Husayn  Kamil  (1914- 
1917)  was  installed  as  sultan.  On 
October  30,  1918  Turkey  signed  an

armistice  and  in  August  1920,  by  the 
peace  treaty  of  Sevres  (France),  she 
renounced  all  claims  to  non-Turkish 
territories;  Palestine  was  to  be  man¬ 
dated  to  Britain.  The  British  protec¬ 
torate  in  Egypt  was  terminated  in 
February  1922  and  Egypt  was  made 
an  independent  sovereign  state. 

There  was  a  period  of  overlap  of 
the  British  protectorate  of  Egypt 
and  British  rule  in  Palestine  and  the 
British  allowed  the  use  in  Palestine 
of  the  coinage  of  Husayn  Kamil 
which  was  issued  under  the  protec¬ 
torate.  In  addition  to  this  coinage, 
which  was  used  extensively,  the  pro¬ 
tectorate  coinage  of  Faud  (1917- 
1936)  was  also  legal  tender. 

Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  protec¬ 
torate  coinage  Egyptian  issues  were 
quite  similar  to  Turkish  coins  of  the 
period,  distinguished  by  the  Arabic 
word  "Misr”  (Egypt)  on  the  reverse. 
The  protectorate  coinage  omits  the 
toughra  (emblem  of  the  Sultan), 
gives  the  denomination  in  English 
and  the  date  in  Western  numerals 
and  Christian  (A.D.)  reckoning, 
concessions  to  the  "new”  status  ot 

Egypt- 

Some  protectorate  coins  (for  exam¬ 
ple:  5  piastres  dated  1917)  were 
continued  on  pane  'll 
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The  First  National  Bank  of  Den¬ 
ton,  Texas  had  its  roots  in  a  private 
bank  of  the  1870’s  that  was  operated 
by  D  A.  Robinson  and  his  sister-in- 
law,  Tillie  Trimble.  H.M.  Spaulding 
took  the  enterprise  over  from  them 
and  from  this  bank  the  First  Nation¬ 
al  came  into  being.  It  was  organized 
as  a  national  bank  on  October  30, 
1882  with  a  capital  of  $50,000.  The 
first  bank  president  was  Dr.  J.P. 
Blount. 

The  bank’s  first  location  was  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Town  Square  on 
Oak  St.  Its  second  and  final  location 
was  on  the  south  side  of  the  Square 
on  Hickory  St.  This  spot  is  now 
occupied  by  Craven’s  Department 
Store. 

In  the  1890’s  H.F.  Schweer  became 
cashier  of  the  bank.  He  was  a  very 
prominent  man  in  Denton.  He  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  North  Texas 
State  University  and  also  one  of  the 
founders  of  Texas  Women’s  Univer- 
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Exchange  drawn  on  all  the 
,  the  principal  cities  of  Europe,  j

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sity.  He  was  also  the  first  treasurer 
of  the  electric  company  in  Denton 
and  the  first  treasurer  of  the  Denton 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  Schweer 
eventually  achieved  the  position  of 
president  of  the  First  National 
Bank.  Also,  his  wife  was  the  first 
president  of  the  Denton  County 
League  of  Women  Voters. 

His  son,  Lawrence  H.  Schweer, 
followed  in  his  father’s  footsteps.  He 
became  bank  cashier  when  his 
father  became  president.  L.H. 
Schweer  was  known  for  his  athletic 
prowess.  He  was  one  of  the  leading 
ball  players  on  Denton’s  amateur 
baseball  club  and  was  also  recog¬ 
nized  as  one  of  the  best  tennis  play¬ 
ers  in  town.  The  Schweers  were  one 
of  the  leading  families  in  Denton, 
well  liked  and  respected. 

The  news  that  shocked  the  com¬ 
munity  of  Denton  occurred  on  Au¬ 
gust  16,  1928  when  the  people  of 
Denton  read  in  the  Denton  Record- 
Chronicle  that  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  had  charged  L.H.  Schweer, 
bank  cashier,  with  embezzlement  of 
bank  funds.  He  was  in  jail  and  his 
father,  H.F.  Schweer,  bank  presi¬ 
dent,  was  under  surveillance  on  a 
similar  charge.  The  bank  had  sus¬ 
pended  its  operations  the  day  before. 

The  charges  had  been  filed  by 
national  bank  examiner  Jacob  Em¬ 
bry  in  Fort  Worth.  The  information 
of  the  warrants  were  telephoned  to 
Denton  and  Deputy  Sheriff  A.C. 
Howerton  arrested  L.H.  Schweer. 
The  elder  Schweer  was  ill  at  his 
home  when  Howerton  called  there 
with  the  warrant.  At  the  jail  the 
younger  Schweer  said  he  had  no 


statement  to  make  regarding  the 
bank  or  the  charges  filed  against 
him  and  that  he  wished  to  confer 
with  his  attorney. 

In  a  telephone  conversation  with 
U.S.  Commissioner  J.W.  Flynn  in 
Fort  Worth,  it  was  reported  that  L.H. 
Schweer  had  been  charged  with 
embezzling  $1,194.83  and  his  father 
had  been  charged  with  embezzling 
$3,717.85  on  April  1,  1927.  However, 
the  total  amount  unaccounted  for  at 
the  bank  would  probably  reach 
$100,000  or  more.  The  above  charges 
were  the  only  charges  filed.  Bond 
was  set  in  Sherman,  Texas  since 
Denton  is  located  in  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Texas  and  Sherman  is  the 
headquarters  for  this  district. 

An  unnamed  stockholder  in  the 
bank  agreed  with  the  $100,000  fig¬ 
ure.  He  stated  that  those  connected 
with  the  bank  were  hopeful  that  the 
depositors  would  not  lose  any  of 
their  funds. 

The  mayor  of  Denton,  B.W. 
McKenzie,  reported  that  the  city  had 
about  $26,000  on  deposit  with  the 
bank.  He  also  mentioned  that  aside 
from  a  temporary  suspension  of  con¬ 
templated  improvements  and  exten¬ 
sions  of  service,  the  city  would  not  be 
handicapped  greatly  by  the  bank's 
closing. 

Col.  J.W.  McIntosh,  comptrollerof 
the  currency,  sent  a  telegram  to 
Jacob  Embry  stating  that  F.  Wil¬ 
liam  Lensing  had  been  appointed 
receiver  of  the  bank  and  had  been 
instructed  to  proceed  at  once  to  Den¬ 
ton  and  to  take  charge  of  the  affairs 
of  the  institution. 

On  August  18,  L.H.  Schweer  was 
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taken  to  Sherman  by  U.S.  Deputy 
Marshal  Scatterfield  to  face  his 
embezzlement  charge.  The  day 
before,  H.F.  Schweer  went  to  Sher¬ 
man.  He  waived  his  examining  trial 
and  was  granted  bond  in  the  amount 
of  $2,500.  Four  prominent  men  of 
Denton  signed  the  bond  as  sureties. 

The  elder  Schweer  filed  a  reply  to 
bankruptcy  proceedings  on  Septem¬ 
ber  18.  He  claimed  that  the  alleged 
$40,000  (down  from  the  earlier  esti¬ 
mate  of  $100,000)  shortage  of  the 
bank’s  funds  was  properly  charge¬ 
able  to  his  son.  The  elder  Schweer’s 
reply  that  was  filed  in  Sherman 
admitted  insolvency  and  listed  lia¬ 
bilities  of  the  bank  at  $167,442.65 
with  $86,280.66  secured  and 
$47,250.00  chargeable  to  his  son, 
who  was  still  in  the  Sherman 
County  Jail  because  he  could  not 
post  his  bond. 

The  liabilities  set  forth  in  the  reply 
consisted  partly  of  notes  held  by 
Dallas,  Fort  Worth  and  Denton 
banks.  Proceedings  against  H.F. 
Schweer  were  filed  by  the  American 
Exchange  National  Bank  of  Dallas. 
Assets  of  the  bank  were  listed  at 
$113,461.03.  Of  this  amount  $13,500 
was  said  to  be  exempted. 

On  October  11  it  was  announced 
that  L.H.  Schweer's  trial  would  be 
held  in  Paris,  Texas.  He  would  be 
transferred  to  the  Lamar  County 
Jail  in  Paris  on  October  22.  At  the 
proceedings  Schweer  requested  an 
early  trial. 

L.H.  Schweer  got  his  request  for 
an  early  trial.  On  October  23  he 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  of 
embezzlement  of  the  First  Nation¬ 
al’s  funds  under  Section  5209  of  the 
national  banking  laws.  He  was 
sentenced  to  18  months  in  prison 


and  on  October  26,  1928  he  was  sent 
to  a  federal  prison. 

However,  the  story  does  not  end 
there.  On  October  29,  George  E. 
Copley,  bankruptcy  trustee,  placed 
an  advertisement  in  the  Denton 
Record-Chronicle  requesting  bids 
for  property  belonging  to  the  bank¬ 
rupt  estates  of  H.F.  and  L.H. 
Schweer.  It  was  quite  an  extensive 
listing  of  property  in  the  north  Texas 
area. 

The  matter  of  the  depositor’s 
money  also  had  to  be  settled.  In 
January  1929,  the  depositors  re¬ 
ceived  approximately  40  per  cent  of 
their  money  on  deposit.  One  other 
large  payment  of  ten  per  cent  was 
made  to  the  depositors  in  May  1929. 
This  effectively  closed  the  door  on 
this  sad  chapter  in  Denton's  bank¬ 
ing  history. 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Den¬ 
ton's  Charter  Number  was  2812.  The 
bank  issued  $5,  $10  and  $20  second 
charter  brown  backs,  $10  and  $20 
third  charter  red  seals,  $10  and  $20 
third  charter  dated-back  blue  seals 
and  $10  and  $20  third  charter  plain- 
back  blue  seals.  The  total  amount 
issued  was  $567,910.  The  amount 
outstanding  at  the  closing  of  the 
bank  was  $37,500,

The  beginning  of  coinage  some 
2600  years  ago  marked  a  major  turn¬ 
ing  point  in  civilization.  The  devel¬ 
opment  and  acceptance  of  this  now 
universal  medium  of  exchange  has 
had  a  tremendous  part  to  play  in 
most  civilizations  since  that  time. 
Many  collectors  find  great  enjoy¬ 
ment  in  the  study  of  the  earliest  of 
coins,  the  Greek  coins,  and  success¬ 
ful  study  of  ancient  Greek  coins  is 
largely  dependent  on  the  available 
literature. 

Some  of  the  classical  authors 
mentioned  the  use  of  coins,  or  the 
coins  themselves,  in  their  writings. 
This  rudimentary  information  does¬ 
n't  include  mintage  figures,  dates  of 
issue,  or  the  particulars  of  the  mint¬ 
ing  process,  so  most  of  what  is 
known  of  ancient  coins  is  derived 
from  studies  from  modern  times. 
The  analysis  of  hoards  or  individual 
finds  from  archeological  discoveries 
contributes  much  of  this  informa¬ 
tion,  and  the  beginning  student  can 
now  draw  from  a  wealth  of  informa¬ 
tion  compiled  by  the  scholars  of  the 
past  few  centuries. 

The  first  thing  the  beginning  col¬ 
lector  needs  to  know  is  that  most  of 
the  “Greek”  coins  were  not  issued  in 
Greece.  The  Greek  civilization  ex¬ 


tended  throughout  much  of  the  Med¬ 
iterranean  basin,  and  even  the  coins 
of  the  Persians  and  Phoenicians, 
most  certainly  not  Greeks,  are  cov¬ 
ered  under  the  general  heading  of 
“Greek  Coins.”  The  arrangement  of 
most  of  the  comprehensive  catalogs 
is  geographical,  from  west  to  east. 

Among  the  basic  books  useful  for 
the  new  collector  of  Greek  coins  are 
John  Anthony’s  Collecting  Greek 
Coins,  recently  issued  in  England. 
Miller's  Classical  Greek  &  Ro¬ 
man  Coinage,  An  Investor’s 
Guide  is,  despite  its  title,  one  of  the 
most  informative  books  available 
for  the  beginner,  giving  a  detailed 
explanation  of  the  various  factors 
which  contribute  to  the  value  of 
ancient  coins.  David  Sear’s  Greek 
Coins  &  Their  Values  (in  two 
volumes)  is  the  standard  pricing 
guide  for  the  series.  The  collector 
must  be  aware  that  his  catalog 
doesn’t  profess  to  cover  the  entirety 
of  Greek  coinage  and  gives  only  a 
single  price  for  the  coins,  forcing  the 
collector  to  rely  on  the  market  to 
provide  him  for  actual  values  for 
any  given  coin.  It  would  be  unfair  for 
a  collector  to  expect  to  get  a  superb 
condition  coin  for  the  prices  listed  in

SALES  TAX  ON  COINS 
IS  UNCONSTITUTIONAL 

When  you  pay  state  sales  tax  on  a  legal  tender  coin  you  are  being  robbed  by 
the  state.  Under  the  U.S.  constitution  only  the  federal  government  can  pass 
laws  concerning  coins  or  money. 

We  have  a  copy  of  a  Maryland  court  decision  that  stopped  property  tax  on 
krugerands  because  they  are  legal  tender  coins.  Also  we  have  a  copy  of  a 
Florida  decision  that  stopped  sales  tax  on  coins  because  money  was 
excluded  under  the  law.  The  Texas  law  states  that  tax  is  payable  for  all  over 
face  value.  The  Texas  penalty  for  violation  of  the  sales  tax  law  is  a  $500  fine 
maximum.  It  is  a  misdemeanor,  meaning  you  have  the  right  to  a  six  man 
jury  trial  in  county  court.  A  jury  has  the  right  to  vote  NOT  GUILTY  if  they 
think  a  law  is  unconstitutional  —  so,  there  is  no  way  the  state  would  ever 
give  anybody  a  jury  trial  under  this  law. 

To  our  knowledge  a  federal  court  has  never  ruled  on  this  issue  —  if  so  we 
would  like  the  information. 

We  are  looking  for  a  lawyer  to  file  a  class  action  lawsuit  in  federal  court 
against  the  state  to  recover  all  sales  tax  ever  collected  on  coins.  If  you  know  a 
lawyer  interested  in  pursuing  this,  have  him  contact  us.  I'm  sure  we  would 
have  no  trouble  getting  many  collectors  and  dealers  to  join  the  suit.

The  collector  who  wants  to  pro¬ 
gress  beyond  the  stage  of  just 
assembling  a  collection  would  be 
advised  to  seek  out  Colin  Kraay's 
Archaic  &  Classical  Greek  Coins 
and  Seltman's  Greek  Coins  also 
provide  good  accounts  of  the  Greek 
coinages.  All  three  of  these  books  are 
out  of  print,  but  all  occasionally 
appear  in  auction  or  in  the  lists  of 
various  specialized  book  dealers.

counterstamped  in  Arabic  and  used 
in  Nejd,  a  sultanate  of  Central  Ara¬ 
bia,  now  part  of  Saudia  Arabia. 

The  Husayn  Kamil  coinage  con¬ 
sisted  of  bronze  (1/2  millieme),  cupro 
nickel  (1,  2, 5, 10  millieme),  silver  (2, 
5,  10,  20  piastre)  and  gold  (1,  Egyp¬ 
tian  pound  equal  100  piastres)  is¬ 
sues.  Mints  utilized  were  Bombay 
and  Calcutta  (India),  Kings  Norton 
and  The  Mint,  Birmingham,  Ltd. 
(England).  The  years  of  mintage 
were  1916  and  1917. 

The  Faud  protectorate  coinage 
consisted  only  of  silver  (2,  5,  10  pias¬ 
tre),  minted  at  Birmingham  only  one 
year  -  1920.
